The Department of Environmental Protection (Department) has reviewed the Agreement 
dated April 8, 20 11 , between Norfolk Southern Railroad and North Sunbury Bulk Transfer, 
along with other information you provided concerning the transloading facility in Sunbury, 
Pennsylvania. The information you provided indicates that the only type of waste that will be 
managed ,at the facility is oil and gas waste and that the operations constitute transportation by 
rail carrier. 

Section 10908 of the Clean Railroads Act, 49 U.S.C. §10908, would normally require your 
company to obtain a re sidual waste tj ^n^rjacility permit unless it is shown that the facility 
is operated by, or on behalf of a rail earner? Based upon tfie~mformation provided in your 
submissions, the Department's legal review indicates that Section 10908 does not apply to 
your operations as the facility appears to be operated by, or on the behalf of a rail carrier and 
the only waste being managed at the facility is oil and gas waste. Accordingly, your company 
will not^at jhis time, be required to obtain a residual waste transfer facility permit under the 
&plid Waste Management Act. 

Although a^perjnii is not currently required, th e facilitym ust comply with all Pennsylvania 
andFe deral statutes, rul e s and regulations pertaining to theproiecuon ofuTe puDlic health , 
safet yand welfare. Consequently, you must operate the facility in compliance with, among 
things, the requirements set forth under the Solid Waste Management Act, 35 P.S. 
§§ 6018.101, et sea-; the Clean Streams Law, 35 P.S. §§691.1 gt seq.; the Air Pollution 
Control Act, 35 P. S. §§ 4001, et seq.; and Section 17 of the Administrative Code, 71 P.S. 
§1510-17. 
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If any of the information submitted to the Department changes, such as acceptance of other 
waste streams, termination of the Agreement, or assignment of rights under the agreement, 
you should notify the Department prior to or at the time of such changes. The Department 
will evaluate that new information to determine if the changes will require your company to 
obtain a residual waste transfer facility permit to continue operations,
